Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments; The previous rejection was discussed in view of the invention 
described in the specification. It was suggested that Applicant define the structural elements of the apparatus that 
permit detection of single nucleotide incorporation e.g. mass-labeled NTPs. The cited prior art does not detect a 
mass-labeled single nucleotide. Amendments defining the STRUCTURE as including mass-labeled NTPs would 
define over the cited art.. Hence, the structure must be more clearly defined so as to define over the prior art. .
